Introduced In 
Bill Just 


tlie House. 


WASHINGTON, 1'eb. 25.—Mr. Flartcr 


(O.) has introduced in the house a bill 
to provide for the. free coinage of stiver 
and gold at the present ratio and upon 
equal terms. It provides that after its 
passage the purchases of silver bullion 
by tlie government shall cease and 
that the mints shall be opened to the 
coinage of both inetals upon the same 
terms as existed prior to 1873, provided, 
however, that all silver aud 
gold 


coined hereafter for the account of 
'owners shall not have any legal tender 
function 
and 
instead 
of 
being 


stamped "One dollar!" "1'ive dollars," 
etc., shall be stamped "Ten dimes," 
"Fifty dimes," etc. Nothing in this act, 
the bill says, shall be comtrued as 
affecting the legal tender function of 
the gold and silver already coined or 
which may hereafter be coined upon 
the account of the United States, and 
all laws in conflict with this act are 
repealed.

People 
extended 
their sym- 


pathy to the man, who has seemed to 
be of very industrious habits and very 
provident, but later in the day ugly 
rumors were circulated, and were 
so insistent and the source seemed 
so reliable that the coroner 
sum- 


moned a 
jury and began search- 


ing for facts. 
What first aroubed the 


suspicions of the neighbors xvas tlio 
childish prattle of the three little chil- 
iheu, whom Neise had taken out of the 
house ami whom he had left with 
a neighbor, Mrs. Pease. 
The chil- 


dren are (5, 7 and 9 3-ears old, and, after 
their fright, talked considerably more 
to Mrs. Pease than was good for their 
father's interests. The dead woman's 
life had been insured by her husband for 
fo.OOO and the little folks had made in- 
criminating reference, to it. The inves- 
tigation is still in progress, but enough 
is known to leave, no room for doubt 
that the woman wars first murdered and 
then the torch applied to the humble 
home to cover up the crime. 


The first that was known of the fire 


was when Noise knocked at the door 
of Mrs. Pease, a neighbor, lie was ac- 
companieii by his three children. He 
told Mrs. Pease that his house was on 
lire and hti wanted lo 
leave 
Ihe 


children there. 
His appearance was 


suspicious, for 
while his 
wife 
and 


child were burning to death in the col- 
tiige. ho was at a neighbor's bouse and 
he had on his pantaloons, overcoat and 
his feet carefully incased in overshoes, 
lie said to Mrs. I'ease: 
"Aly wife is 


burning up," and then started back, 
'but did not seem to be iu any great 
h n r ry. 


Gurley linker was the first man on 


the scene and also the most important 
witness bcforo tlw coroner's jury.

Great responsibility rests upon nurses 


and other attendants upon a patient ill 
with any contagious disease, hence the 
value of the following practical direc- 
tions: Whenever a patient is suffering 
from scarlet fever, or indeed any other 
contagions disease, it is a matter of 
first importance to see that the disease 
does not extend to others. Indeed, 
there is reason for believing that the 
malignancy of infectious diseases may 
be greatly increased by the continued 
infection qf th« patient by himself. 


It is, hence, of the greatest impor- 


tance that thorough antiseptic and 
great precautionary measures should 
be taken from the very outset of an in- 
fectious malady. The first thing to be 
done is to secure complete isolation of 
the patient ;by continued quarantine.. 


B. Care should be taken to disinfect 


or destroy by fire or other means, 
everything Capable, of communicating 
the infection to others, such as clothes 
Boiled by sputa or excreta, cU;. 


3. There is good reason for believing 


that in eases of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria the infectious character of the 
disease may be greetly 'mitigated by 
the employment of-antiseptics. 


In the case of diphtheria the seat of 


the disease is in the throat I'ero.iidc 
of hydrogen and other antiseptics may 
be emp'loyed to keep the throat in as 
thoroughly healthful condition as pos- 
sible, by destroying the microbes as 
fast as they are produced. 


In cases of scarlet fever the source of 


terial is the skin, hence

•with suitable antiseptics from the very 
•beginning of the ditease, not omitting 
•the application until the end of desqua- 
roatitm, or scaling. 


Hydronaphthot dissolved in water in

fcaths are also.nsefnl for dissolving the 
•dead en tide and securing its early sep- 
aration, before it become* dried and 
eapable of being thrown into the air in 
tie form of fine dust—Good Health.
